Yes, Chris Pull twine and a Vacuum will work on an empty conduit, but not 
well on garden hose. In particular, I was referring to leaving a drag in 
with the conduit on the origional installation. In particular with putting 
a coax into a buried garden hose and leaving the DRAG in with the coax for 
the next additional coax or in case of need to replace a damaged one. 


We also used Special Nylon lines and Compressed air to Blow the conduits 
in commercial buildings. Again a good idea to vacuum or blow the conduit 
before installation is begun. And stand clear of the end! :‘% 


The Wire Pulling Line that you refer to is very common in the Electrical 
and Communications trades. I generally used IDEAL Brand Valu-Line PULL LINE 
Polyolefin and rated #190 Tensile Strength. Last priced at $ 32.88 fora 
Bucket of 6500 Feet of line. Catalog 31-338 They have a box at 3250 feet 
for $ 19.99 Catalog 31-341. 


Again, I found the inuslated stranded house wire was better for long term 
burial with coax in buried garden hose conduits. YMMV

While I've used a "fish" in conduit, the best method I've seen is to tie a 
loosely crumpled baggie or small rag to the pull twine, and stuff it in 

one end of the conduit, then attach the shopvac to the other end. Just be 
ready for the gush of water if the conduit has been under ground for a while 
Once the pull twine is in, pull your wire, and make sure to attach another 
piece of pull line for the next time, or the next guy. 


I've used pull twine for all kinds of temporary antenna supports. If I 
remember right, it has about 150# break strength, and the 6000' bucket of 
if cost me about $25.

You found out that the receiver goes into feedback when too much audio 
power is drawn from the audio amplifier IC. The feedback typically 
happens via the V+ into the final audio stage. 


If you use more sensitive headphones, you will not need as much audio 
power, and thus fall below the feedback threshold. 


This condition is common with DC receivers, especially when they have a 
lot of audio gain. The use of a separate three terminal regulator 
(78L05 or 78L06) to feed just the last audio stage will cure the 
problem.

Hi Rick, 

After pondering your helical half-wave I had the idea that the best 
way to look at your proposed antenna was as if it was a long narrow 
coil operated at its point of self-resonance. At resonance the 
impedance at the base of the coil should be very high and resistive so 
your half wave matcher should work just fine. 


As to the dimensions, I'd download one of the little solenoid/coil 
calculator programs that are floating around that give self-resonance 
information and play with the turns spacing, diameter and length and 
see what makes sense for the antenna size you have in mind. 


Alternatively, you could start with a half-wave of wire wound into 
your helical coil length of choice and measure it on an antenna 
analyzer and lengthen or trim accordingly. 
Sounds like a neat project...let us know how it turns out.

In November QST's Op-Ed column, N9GL asks the question "What has 
Amateur Radio done for the technological world lately?" 

With the enormous pressure on our frequencies by private industry, 
the best defense of our frequencies is to be able to show them all of 
the RECENT innovations by amateurs. 

He states that the arguments such as "SSB, many Antenna designs, 
private satellites, and DSP" are quite old, and because of that, 
typically dismissed by industry representatives. 

This question got me thinking. I almost drew a blank when looking 
for an answer. The best I could come up with was new and innovative uses 
for existing technology such as the inventive amateur uses of the NE602, 
or applications of microcontrollers. Even PSK31 doesn't seem to have 
generated widespread commercial interest. 

Many of the typical on-air activities are of no interest to anyone 
but us. What does a telecom giant care if I can work 1000 other 
amateurs in a contest? What do they care if I can talk to some coral 
island in the pacific with 1 watt of power? What do they care if I have 
the largest antenna array on the continent? 

Personally, ALL of the design and construction I do may be new to 
me and help me learn more about radio-electronics, but holds no "greater 
societal meaning". I use existing technology usually in ways the 
designer has already thought of. Any slightly new circuit configuration 
I develop is either meaningless to the commercial world, or has been 
done before and I didn't know about it. Even the POSSIBILITY that I 
could help during an emergency pales in comparison to the communication 
capabilities of most hometown television stations (fully self-contained 
mobile satellite uplink facilities in both digital and analog, in place 
in the community, gassed up and ready to go on a moment's notice). 

Thus, I'm personally asking the "technically oriented" QRP 
community. What HAVE we done recently?

This tuner should be of interest to anyone with a Index QRP+ or anyone 
wanting a great integrated tuner and power source. 


This is a relatively rare (so I'm told) Index Labs QRP Companion made in 
1997. It combines a built in 5 amp hour gel cell, with a built in gel cell 
charging circuit that provides constant 240 MA until charged and then floats 
and maintains the battery at 13.8 volts. The Companion also includes an 
antenna noise bridge built in so you can tune to the antenna without 
transmitting ( a neat feature that works great ) as well as of course the 
novel antenna tuner itself. The tuning circuit is a modified "L" circuit 
developed by Dr. Ulrich Rhode and features very wide matching and only two 
variable controls.... I won't repeat all the details but it is a very low 
loss scheme. A description of the circuit is on page 51 of the November 
1992 QST. 


The tuner works flawlessly and matches the QRP+. The front pannel is 
unmarred and there are a few surface scratches on the sides but the top 
cover could easily be touched up or re-sprayed. I replaced the gel cell 
last fall. I did perform one common modification to the Companion. As 
originally designed the noise bridge runs continuously and will deplete the 
battery while being stored in a few days. I added a switch and lettering on 
the right side so the noise bridge can be turned off to preserve battery 
life. The mod looks factory and is quite common. 


Apparently not many of these were made.... too bad as they work great and 
are a great idea ! 


Here are some pics (the scratch that shows on the right side view looks way 
worse in the pic due to the flash then it really is).

My Mini DDS will soon have a bigger sibling, the Maxi DDS. This will use the 
AD9835 DDS chip with a 50 MHz clock, and will therefore output a nice sine 
wave from a fraction of a Hz up to about 20 MHz. 


It'll come in two flavours, one with an on-board AVR microcontroller like 
the Mini DDS, for connection to a PC serial port, and one with a four-pin 
Molex connector, for interfacing to an existing system, or a PC printer 
port.

Hello- 

I need a good quantity of a plastic slug tuned PC mount coil form as 
follows : 

OD of form- .18 to .22" 

Height - 5/8"4 mint 3/4" optimum 

Slug Mat'l - used at 28 thru 116 Mhz. 

These coil forms are mounted by simply pushing them thru a tight 
fitting hole in PC board until the small base flange contacts underside of 
board. The base flange size is not critical as I trim it down to just barely 
bigger than the form.What you end up with is just a coil form rising above 
the board and it is wound in place.There are no terminals needed. 

I have been using surplus coils that I removed a set of windings from 
and trimmed away the bases.They worked OK but old cement from windings did 
cause some winding slowdowns. 

I used to see bags of these type coils advertised in surplus catalogs, 
etc, but for the life of me cannot locate any now. I can use up to 200-300 
of them.

Yes and no. Before you start thinking that the antenna must be exactly 
a quarter wavelength long, let me tell you some of the advantages of the 
random wire. 


To begin with, a quarter wave wire will only work on one band. It 
becomes a random wire anywhere else! 


The random wire reaches EXACTLY from here to there. Very neat. No 
feedlines, just a piece of wire, talk about minimalist! 


Now about using one. From 1982 through 1996 I used a 40 foot random 
wire against ground as my only antenna. I lived in a condo that didn't 
permit outdoor antennas. It was distinctly a temporary antenna, it was 
made from #26 magnet wire. It ran from the window of my bedroom to a 
nearby tree. It used only one insulator and that was where it went out 
through the metal window frame. Did it work. Well it worked WAS and 
DXCC at least twice over the period, once QRO and once QRP. You can 
read more about this antenna in QST for June of 1995. 


At the present time I use a 150 foot long wire. It also reaches exactly 
from here to there. One end is attached to my rig and the other end run 
down a tree trunk. It has also done WAS and DXCC. 


Both antennas have been fed with a variety of tuners, ranging from an 
MFJ 16010 through a Kenwood AT 230. Almost any tuner will work, but a 
tuner is required. BTW, no coax connector is required, I use a banana 
plug! 


Both antenna systems used a ground system. I used resonant 
counterpoises on the condo antenna. They were run under the rug. The 
condo was on the third floor! I use an MFJ Artificial Ground on the 
present antenna. I live in a house now. 


Now, I'm sure you will get many replies from people, each touting their 
own favorite antenna. Ask yourself if these antennas are what you 
want. Are they really minimalist? 


Hope this helps!

Hi Gang, 


I keep getting emails from people wondering if there are more Nor'Easter 

SWL kits available. No, the 200 kits NorCal did up sold out in like 48 

hours! And Doug was worried they won't sell :-) Turns out we probably could 
have done 400 of these, but Doug has decided he no longer wants to do 
massive quanities of kits anymore. Can't say I blame him, it's a lot of work! 


Since there seems like there is still a bit of demand for a SWL radio 


project, I'm thinking of doing a through hole version, which would be 
easier for those who wish to scatch build, to build. Since a through hole 
version would be a lot larger, I think I'd view it as an AC powered "table 
top" radio. Since we're no longer constrained to fitting the radio in an 
Altoids tin, I could add a few things, like knob tuning, four digit 
frequency readout and hopefully AGC. With the AC power, we could have a 
higher supply voltage to use with the VCO and extend the tuning range some 
too. 


At a minumum, I'd supply a programmed cpu to run the radio, a circuit board 
layout (no actual board) and other documention for a nominal fee. 


If there was sufficent interest, I'd consider doing a full up kit of this 
version, which would probably run 60--70 dollars. 


So, what's ya think? Sould I get busy on this or what? 


(and yeh, I know some of you would like it to also do CW and SSB, but I'm 
not sure we can make the PLL phase noise low enough to make that practical)

Every once in a while I am asked how I make glow-in-the-dark panels for my 
backpacking rigs. Here's how: 


How to make glow-in-the-dark panel lettering 


1. Go to your local art supply store. Buy a small bottle of 
glow-in-the-dark paint. This paint is especially easy to find this time of 
year because folks are making Halloween decorations with it. 


2. Spread two thin, even coats of glow-in-the-dark paint on a piece of 
stark white paper slightly bigger than the panel you intend to cover. Let 
it dry thoroughly between coats. This will become the panel backing. 


3. Create (draw) a computer generated overlay of the controls and labels 
for the panel itself. 


4. Make a mirror image of your overlay. 


5. Change everything to a negative image. That is, the lettering will 
become white and the background will be black. 


6. Print your drawing on a piece of Mylar or other clear plastic, 
preferably with a laser printer. If all you have is an ink jet printer, be 
sure to use the special Mylar sheets designed for ink jets. These sheets 
are intended for use as overhead transparencies. 


7. Use spray adhesive (photo mount) to glue the panel to the painted panel 
backing. 


8. Trim to size. 


The glow-in-the-dark paint will show through the lettering on the Mylar 
sheet when you expose it to a bright light for a few seconds.
